If the amendments were entered, the applicant's amendments regarding the use "SEQ ID NO:" would satisfactorily overcome the 
examiner's objections directed to this issue. 

If the amendments were entered, the applicant's amendments to claim 1 directed to "where such 44 amino acid unit of Gustducin is the 
last 44 amino acids of SEQ ID N0:2" would overcome a portion of the 1 1 2-1 st written description rejection of the last aciton. However, the 
inclusion of the phrasing, "wherein the resulting Gaq-gust44 chimeric G-protein has a sequence homology of at least 90% to SEQ ID 
N0:2," included in the amendment to claim 1 would stilt be rejected under the 1 12-1st written description rejection of the last action 
because the specification does not describe the structurally important features of the genus of chimeric G-proteins which are at least 90% 
homologous to SEQ ID N0:2. 

Regarding the applicant's arguments directedto the 35 USC 103 prior art rejection, the examiner is not persuaded. The applicant argues 
the references individually. In addition, the applicant appears to be presenting arguments directed to the newly submitted amendments, 
namely the 90% homology to the chimeric G-proteins. 

Therefore, because the applicant has failed to overcome the pending rejections, claims 1-2 and 10-13 remain rejected and claims 5-9 
remain rejected to as dependent upon a rejected claim. 
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
